siding in Newberry, S. C.

During the late war between the
states, Mr. Justus, responded to
the call of his country tendering
voluenteer service to the Confed-
erate Government, assigned to the
Armory department, located at
Columbia, S. C.,
lotte and Linconton, N. Ci-_

At the close of the war, on re-
turning home, he resumed” his
former occupation, on which still
greater demands were madejfor the
products of his advancing skill—
fine specimang thereof are here
and there to be seen today in our
city—in some of the well furnish-
ed villas in Flat Rock, and else-
where inthis county, and special
orders for choice pieces have oc-
casioned shipments to various sec-
tions from Boston to New Orleans.
